TESLA’S NEW INTERRUPTER. 


An Klvctrical Current Broken 80,000.000 
Timet ft Hecoiicl. 

Nikola Teala, the great olectriclan, 
has Just taken out patantw for a devlca 
for producing almost Injcalculahle elec¬ 
trical vibrations, and the Klectrlcal 
llevlew gives a full description »>f iht; 
invention and its uses. It was by the 
use of this device that Mr, Tesla has 
been able to demonstrate the scientific 
possibility of producing brilliant illu¬ 
mination by means of vacuum tubes 
that were not In me^chanlcal contact 
with the electric source. Under the 
the influence of a current of electricity 
interrupted 60,000,000 or 80,000,000 times 
a second the tubes with which Mr. 
Tesla was experimenting burst Into a 
brilliant white light, which was de¬ 
monstrated by photography to be 
mufCh more powerful than the arc elec¬ 
tric light, although the tubes were en¬ 
tirely disconnected and stood so far 
away from the exciting coils that Mr. 
Tesla sat in a largo armchair between 
the tubes and the coll while he was 
photographed by the light of the 
tubes. 

No such effect has ever been pro¬ 
duced by any other means, and this 
gives only a rough indication of the 
ways in which Mr. Tesla's latest pa¬ 
tented device may be of use In thc^ 
arts. > For the production of Roentgen 
rays, the making of osone and argon, 
and for electro-therapeutic treatment, 
the new- devlca will find Immediate 
use. 

The interruption of electrical cur¬ 
rents for the purpose of breaking 
these currents into electrical waves 
or vibrations has never before been 
a purely nvechanlcal operation. In its 
simplest form this is done by the com- 
imitatdr or vibrating armature of the 
Rumfkoft Induction coll. The vlbm^ 
tioiis of such an armature or even of 
the needle with which the armature 
iMS been replaced in some devices, 
must be confined within the narrow 
limit of a few hundred to the second. 
Rotating Interrupters, connecting and 
brealdor the eteotrloal circuit, with a 
change in the poirttion of their y^th

OiTAWA, Novembbu, 19th, 1896. 

In the matter of the Postmaetenibip 
at Tamworth in the County of Adding¬ 
ton. 

An application bos been made by 
James Aylsworth, former Postmaster 
in this village, for the cancellatiou of 
the order dismissing hhn and for his 
re-instatement and In support of such 
application, he files bis statutory 
affidavit and various papers annexed 
thereto. 

I have examined the file of papers 
on record, which I assume show what¬ 
ever jusUfi'avion existed for Mr. 
Aylsworth’s iisralssal, and find that 
the Postmaster-General has not placed 
upon record the reasons for dismissing 
the Pobtmastcr but has simply endors* 
ed a memorandum on the back of the 
report of the the Inspector, bearing 
date the IGth February, 1880, and 
reporting on a charge of alleged 
abstraction of money from a registered 
letter to the address of one Mrs. John 
Knight. 

The date of this order does not 
appear nor had it apparently been 
issued as late as the 29ch April, 1880, 
for on that day the Inspector writes 
Mr. Aylsworth stating that at that 
date the inspector was not aware of any 
change to be made in the Postmaster¬ 
ship at Tamworth.. 

On the 1st May, 1880, the Inspector 
then notified Mr. Aylsworth that the 
post ofiice was to be taken from him, so 
that if the action of the Postmaster 
General in dismissing Mr. Aylsworth 
was based upon any circumstances 
connected with tlie alleged abstracticn 
of money, it would seem extraordinary 
that an interval extending from the 
Gtli of February, the date of the 
Inspector’s report, and the 1st of May 
should liave been allowed to have 
elapsed before the removal from the 
service for any such reason of an 
officer in so responsible a ])Osition. 
.Such delay would certainly indicate 
that the Postmaster General had not 
regarded seriously the charges against 
and the Postmaster. 

Tlie facts connected witii this alleged 
abstraction appear amongst the papers 
and are as follows ; 

Mr. Aylsworth had been Postmaster 
at Tamworth from the year 1867 until 
the month of May, 1880. During the 
last few years one John E Knight had 
been in his service as assistant and 
wliilst in his service, complaint was 
made of loss of money fi; 0 m one 
registered letter pas.siug through the 
ofiice and one posted at «lhat office. 
The Post Ofiice Inspector investigated 
both these cases and wholly ea^onerated 
Mr. Aylsworth. 

One of these cases arose in thd year 
1874 aud it was some two years after- 
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Kuigbt btrieif, oooordfflg tb bar atoU-' 
mtnt, in tba preaeiiea of h«r brothtr, 
bar motber and two aiatTra. 

Wbatevtr abortaga of oorroborailon 
exlatod at tba initial atoga of tbe 
acbtma wbtn tba lottor waa poatad, 
waa auppilod at tba eonoluaion by tba 
preaoncaof tbaaa fiva paopla togatbor 
at tbe aama time. So utuanal a 
oircumatonoa a# five wltnoiMa being 
profont at tba opaning of a latter, all 
watching to aoe tnat no oontenu 
anight abatroetod by the poraon 
opening it, aeema to me ao unuaaal a 
elrcumatance'oa to give riae to tba wall 
foanded beliaf that there woe reoaon to 
beliava before theCletter waa openad 
that no money would be found to be 
contained in it. 

Then tbe Inapeclor in bia report 
proceeded to atate. have inveeti- 
gated thla case very cloaely at Tam- 
worth but I am unable to form a 
decided opinion at to whether the 
money waa taken out or not^ yet 1 
have an impreaaion that it might have 
been” and in concluding, bia report 
•tatee, am ausploiona that a die. 
boneat peraon ba« acceaa to.^he 
Tamworth poat dmoe but I have 
confidence in the Postmaster and 
believe him to be an honest man.” . 

In tbe coarse of this report, Mr. 
Barker alludes to the two other cases 
above referred to and in a letter daud 
the 27tb February, 1878, writee official¬ 
ly to Mr. Aylsworth as follows:— 
"One thing more is now quite clear to 
me. From what Knight has been 
guilty of in the marriage licenee, that 
be is not tbe good and honest young 
man we were led to believe him to be 
from hie own protestations at the 
commencement and I do not think I 
am, far astray when I say that he 
knows more about the $19.00 that was 
abstracted from the letter of Mrs. 
Mills in August, 187.4 and $5.00 from 
Mr. Potter’s letter in November, 1876 
than what he told me and I believe 1 
am quite justified in taking what 
steps I may think proper in order to 
bring the case home to him. ’ 

Thus it would stem that Inspector 
Barker after a thorough investigation 
into all tbe causes not only vindicated 
Mr. Aylsworth but also came to the 
coDcluslon that the two previo\is cases 
were the handiwork of Knight and 
that Mr. Aylsworth was personally an 
upright, honorable man. 

In his affidavit Mr. Ayiswortli states 
that on the defeat of the Mackenzie 
Government it became freely stated 
that he^was to be dismissed because 
of his being a Liberal, bat if this 
circumstance was the real cause of his 
dismissal, it was not tbe assigned one, 
no reason whatever being given for 
such action. Inasmuch, however, as 
the investigation fully exonerated Mr. 
Aylesworth in respect of the registered 
letter transaction it is quite clear that 
ho was not dismissed on that account. 

Nevertheless tbe then Government, 
without reason assigned diXimieied Mr. 
Aylsworth in May, 1880, and although 
Mr. Aylsworth promptly asked for an 
explanation by letter dated the 24th, 
May, 1880, he on^Iy learned of the 
matters alleged against him on the 
28th, October, 1896. 

His dismissal under such circum¬ 
stances was, 1 think, extremely cruel 
aud unjustifiable and 1 deem it my

Thu second arose in a caso of an 
alleged abstraction of $5.00 from a 
letter posted the 8th November, 1876. 
In neither caso did the Inspector so 
much US suspect any improper acTion 
on tho part of Mr. Aylsworth. 

At tho time each of these cases hap¬ 
pened, Mr. Knight had the principal 
charge of the olHco and continued in 
Mr. Aylsworth’s service until 1878. 
In February of that year it was dis¬ 
covered that Mr. Knight had ptolen a 
blank marriage license froVB him and 
forged Mr. Aylsworth’s name to it as 
the issuer and used it as a marriage 
license himself, On discovering;, the 
offence, Mr. Aylswwth caused him to 
be arrested and reported the matter to 
the Post Office Inspector. Knight was 
committed for trial and admitted to 
bail but absconded from Canada to the 
Western States and has ever since con- 
\iiiued out of Canada and never 
returned to stand iiis trial. 

- About one year after ho absconded, 
Knight sent a registered letter from 
Fish Creek, Wisconsin, where he was 
residing on 27th of August, 1879 
addressed to Mrs. Knight at Tamworth 
Post Office although at this particular 
time Mrs. Knight was in Michigan, 
A sister of her’s, named Mrs. Fuller, 
residing at or near 'i'amworth, ap^ed 
for tho letter which was refused her 
because of her having no order for it. 

Some three weeks later by direction 
of Mrs. Knight, this letter was for¬ 
warded to her in Michigan under a new 
cov^r and registered on the 2.5th 
yewember, 1879. 

Mr. Knight alleged that in the letter 
as sent by him from Wisconsin, were 
at the time 5 Dominion Bank Bills and 
that when the letter was opened in 
Michigan there was no money in the 
letter. Mr. Knight, from his place in 
Wib'consin, then reported the alleged 
fact of the abstraction of the money in 
question. 

Inspector Barker, the same officer that 
had to do with the former two ckses, 
investigated the matter and made his 
report thereon bearing date IGth Feb¬ 
ruary, 1880. In this report he states 
that the only evidence in support of the 
statement that any money was contain¬ 
ed in this letter is Mr. Knight’s asser¬ 
tion of that fact contained In his 
letter to the Inspector. 

Considering that Mr. Knight had 
been arrested for robbery and forgery, 
had been committed for trial and 
absconded, and was at tho >imo of 
making this charge an outlaw from 
Canada, no weight, whatever, I think, 

i should be given to such a statement of 
liU. 

The circumstance that his wife was 
i in Michigan, at the very same time 
that Knight sent .the registered letter 
addressed to her at Tamworth, goes to 
show that the sending of this registered 
letter was not for tho purpose of 
supplying Mrs. Knight with money 
anil it is calculated to discredit the 
lirelence that the letter ever contained 
mon ey. 

Th45 Inspector further finds from Mr. 
Knig^ht’s own statement that no person 
was present when he is alleged to have 
enclosed the money in the letter and the 
Inspector goes on to say, '*! have not 
received as full information from Mr. 
Knight as I desired as he has not 
replied to my two last letters.*’ The 
Inspector then, without. giving any 
reason for his opinion says : “But I 
am of opinion that be really dii enclose 
the money aa stated but I believe no 
money was in the letter when Mrs. 
.Knight received it. ” 

Now whatever the Inspector may 
have bidieved, bis own report shows, 
tdiat the only foundation for his belief 
xvas the uncorroborated statement of a 
r«iugee from jastioe. 

Then it appears that a very solemn 
procedure accompanied the opening of 
the returned letter in Michigan.* Mrs. 
Knight’s brother obtained it at the

which he had, without any apparent 
justification been moved, and especis^ly 
shoukl such restitution be madb inas¬ 
much as the circumetancea connected 
with tbe investigation, and which 
resulted in Mr. Aylsworth’s absolute 
vindication, might, were his dismissal 
not cancelled, injure him in the minds 
of his fellow men. 

I hi^ve carefully perused'* all the 
papers on record and given the fullest 
consideration to all the circumstances 
as set forth in the Inspector’s report 
and letters, agreeing with the Inspector 
that Mr. Aylsworth is a thoroughly 
Upright, honest man. and being satis¬ 
fied that it was the duty of the Govern-; 
ment of the day to have stood by an 
honest officer, found to have honestly 
discharged his public duties, instead 
of dismissing him as was done, his 
reinstatement, which! now direct, is 
but a tardy measure of justice due by 
the Government to him. 

Faithful public servants, filling 
responsible positions, in the discharge, 
of their duties being constantly the 
custodians of money and property of 
other people passing through their 
hands, aie entitled to the fullest pro¬ 
tection from the Government when¬ 
ever unjust charges or refiections are 
cast upon them in respect of the man¬ 
ner in which they discharge such 
dutie.s and when, as in Mr. Aylsworth’s 
case, their personal honor is fully 
vindicated by the officers of the Govern¬ 
ment, they are entitled to the loyal 
support and protection of the Govern* 
ment, otherwise any Postmaster i i in 
danger of losing bis reputation by the 
mere act of belifg dismissed from office 
without reason assigned under the 
cloud that remains behind, after an 
investigation of an official character 
into some supposed case of wrong-doing 
although the investigation itself may, 
as in Mr. Aylsworth’s case, have 
ablsolutely established his innocence.

The name of AmutI was borne by u 
luigo family of vlollnmakers at Cre¬ 
mona. in Italy, during the sixteenth 
and Kfventccnih cehturles. Cremona 
waM at that time the heart ( f a rich 
nKilcuItural district and hNl many 
Wialthy churchort and monasteries. It 
was. tln refoiv, a gveate musical and 
at listIc center, an<l for two Ctniurleg 
enj</y**d almost a monopoly of the 
manufacture not only <»f violins but 
(if vloln.s, vloloncMlos, basses. man<l')- 
llrm, guKui'H and other stringed Instru 
nn nts. 'fhe Amatls wore the founders 
(d \io1inmaklng In Cremona, and one 
of the most famous of the family was 
Nh nla. or NIcoIo. Cremona contlnue<^ 
to he famous for Its violins till about 
ITOo. the names of Htmdlvarl.Guamerl, 
Londolli and Beralln »)elng almost as 
fiirnoiis ns that of Amatl. The value 
• if the violin depend.s altogether on 
li.H- (jualltles and In no degree on tin- 
name of the maker, nor on ornamenta- 
tlon. 'niere Is a c<mimon superstition 
Lhal every violin l)earlng the name of 
. .ic of the great Cremona makeis Is 
a iieusui e from that i ln um.stanee 
alone, but the fart is that the violins 
of Crti«ona aie vory unequal, and 
while some are practlcaliy prkeles.*s 
others are wortliless save as curios: 
not a f*-w. oven of thosH' made hy 
Amatl and Stradivari, being too weak 
to hear the strain Incident ui»on the 
hlRh idtch <.f the present day. 

Why, It may be a'*ked, was the vto 
Iln *al|ed a fiddle? The vltdin Is raid 
to l»e the nuHlern ftyrm of the vltda «la 
brarclo, a small viol supported on the 
atm. It dllferitl from tho true viol 
in having the hack as well/ as the 
front arched, in the numlK*r of strings 
and In varl*)UM technical p»»lnts. Ear¬ 
lier than the vl. I were the trouba¬ 
dour’s Instruments kni>M n vai hHisly 
as glcgt's, crowds, rebecks and fidels. 
'They wore rested on the ■houlder ’and 
played with dot ply curved bows, an<l 
worn much smaller than the modern 
violin. Originally they were so small 
that they produced only shrill not-’S, 
fit to accompany isjys’ voices^ to get 
deeper tones fur morn’s voice* larger 
Instruments were used, and from them 
came the viols, and from thV viols 
the violin was refined. The naice fid¬ 
dle. though now- usotl almost qhvays 
conlt mptuously or humorously, Is the 
Tiroper English name for the violin. 
'The wunl tomes from thee middle 
I.atin vltula, a fiddle, and It Is found 
also in the Teutonic languages in 
various forms. 

Paganini was the most remarkable 
genius with the violin that the world 
c\er knew, Hls technique was some¬ 
thing wonderful, but mere technique 
would never have accomplished tho 
results ho ol)talned, nor ■w'ould it have 
thrown the musical w-<irld IntOi spasms 
of admiration os. he did. The ac¬ 
counts of hls playing seem almost in¬ 
credible. With the first noU‘ the audi¬ 
ence wa.s spell-lx»und and rtmalned 
so t*» the last. Fiom tho Violin he 
drew lone.s* which were unsuspected 
to exist, and invented and played pas 
sngrs l>elleved to l>e impossible. Mo«^re 
said: “Paganini e'en play divinely, 

and does so for a minute or so. th^n 
come hls tricks and surprises, hls bow- 
in convulsions, hls enharmonl»’'8 like 
the mewing of an expiring cal.’’ Tne 
main technical features of Paganini's 
playing were hls unfailing intonations, 
his wonderful rapidity and a command 
never equalled of harmonics. He was 
wonderful/ tricky, however, and of¬ 
ten accomplished effects iv)t und'.T- 
Hlcod even by expert^ K' tuning hls 
violin in a different manner from that 
usually employed. A certain trick 
r»ussage running up two octaves w hll# 
holding D fiat seems to be Imposaibic 
to the ordinary vloilnist, but. it Is said, 
by tuning a semi-tone higher the pas¬ 
sage presents no unusual difficulty. 
He never allowed anyone to hear him 
tune his violin, and when professional 
people attempted to solve the problem 
of hls playing by requesting him to 
play In private he Invariably contriv¬ 
ed. in some way or other, to disappoint 
their expectations. The secret hii 
execution died wdth him, and he has 
never been equalled as a violinist.

vince limits. They must be natural 
born subjects of Her Majesty or be¬ 
come naturalised. The Speaker of the 
Senate is appointed by the Oovemor- 
in’CounclI. Fifteen members of the 
Senate, including the Speaker, consti¬ 
tute a quorum. Questions are decided 
by a majority of votes, the Speaker 
always having a vote, and when the 
voices are equal the decision is deemed 
to be*ln the negative. 

No Senator can hold a seat in the 
House of Commons, nor can he sit in 
any Legislature of the several pTo- 
vluces, excepting in the case of the 
l^egislative Council of QuePec. 

Bills can originate in the Senate, ex¬ 
cepting money or revenue bills, in 
which cases the ^tion of the Senate is 
confined by usage to their rejection, 
which is Justified only by extraordin¬ 
ary circumstances. At present the 
Senate consists of eighty one niemberH, 
twenty four each from Ontario and 
Queliec, ten each from Nova Scotia 
and Ne\v Brunswick, four each from 
Prince Edward Island find Manitoba, 
three from British Columbia, and two 
from the Northwest Territories. 

The House of Commons, wlilch Is 
elected for a term of five years, unless 
sooner dissolved, consists at prestnb 
of 215'members. This number in fixed 
under the provisions of the Act of 
Confederation, and the reprvseiilatlo.i 
Is le-arranged after every deyennla' 
oonsUH by Act of Parliament, llie ba¬ 
sis befng that Quebec Is a ways to bavc 
65 representatives, and each of ih.- 
other provinces such a number as will 
give the same proportion of represen¬ 
tatives to Its population as lh»* num¬ 
ber 6.*) lieais to the population of Que¬ 
bec. as ascertained by the t-« iisu;*. 
British Coluniltla. however, is never to 
have leas than six members. 

Members of bolli Houses ar»- paid an 
Indemnity at the rale of |10 a day, if 
the session Is less than thirty days, 
and a maximum amount «)f MOOO if 
more than thirty days. $8 a day being 
tleducled for each <lay of aiisem-e (b -- 
yond a c-eiTaIn numlier •»f days fixed at 
ea<h session) if the House Is silling, 
unless the abseiu-e Is cause*! by sick¬ 
ness after he has lieen in uiteiularu-e. 
They also receive a mileae'-’ allow¬ 
ance of ten cents a mile going an'J 
coming. 

The salary of each Kpeakor Is 
a year.

MASSAGE BV MACHINE. 

All IiiKrnluiiR DovU'e by ^Vlileli IlieKIoo- 
frlo Cuireiit In .Applied. 

That there are aUll konw new things 
under the sun Is proved, say.s the New 
York Tribune, by the appearance re¬ 
cently of an ingeniously devised in¬ 
strument that makes po.ssible for the 
first time In medical annals anything 
like a satisfactory maasoglng of the 
noee, thixmt and oar. It is only within 
the last few years that the value of 
maasage as applied"' to the mucous 
membrancfl of these organs has Ireen 
npi>rectlated, end not until the French 
Havants took the subject up as a mat¬ 
ter of fact was i^uah Intereirt felt in 
ft. Even when the excellence of the 
treatment w€is admitted, it was aimoot 
impracticable, since the massage haxl 
to be ‘'maJiual” and skilled oiieratorii 
wore rare. The new Instrument, In¬ 
vented by an American and a part of 
the outcome of the recent delving In^'o 
electricity for medical purposes, soivc*s 
the problem by working almost auto¬ 
matically and requiring little else than 
simple guidance. 

Tt is eleclrovlbratory In Its opera¬ 
tion; that is. a button and a sj)rlng 
work so as to turn on and shut off an 
electric current ■with great rapidity. 
This met* an Ism causes a vibration of 
the slender rod of metal, on the farther 
end of whlohjf^lB a button coming 
directly Into contact with the mucous 
frtembraines. Different »ha 4 >ed probes 
can be attached as occasion requires. 
What the new instrument achieves Is 
extreme rapidity In its vibrations, their 
coming at regular Intervals and tihe 
uniform intensity of tho strokes. With¬ 
out electricity these three conditions 
cannot be realized. 

The instrument is extremely simple 
in construction. It Is so light that It 
Is easily held In the hand. A short 
cylinder or box holds two magnets, 
a rod designed to mo\'e forward and 
backward running l>etween them, end¬ 
ing In front of the detachable prol». At 
Its rear end Is a metal plate, which is 
movable. On the neck of the appara¬ 
tus is on Ivory button, which, upon 
the pressure of the forerflnger of the 
phyificlan, closes the circuit. The metal 
plate is at that InsCan*^ drawn for- 
w’ord hy the magnet and the rod like¬ 
wise. A fraction of a second later Uie 
mcital plate reaches Its foremost point, 
and the contact being Interrupted la 
thrown back by a spring. The button 
being still held dowm by the finger, 
the circuit is immediately made again, 
and vibration follows viibratlon In 
awlft order. 

The operator generally illumines the 
parts he is about to w'ork on, though 
this is not absolutely necessary. For 
the most effective treatment the probe 
Is placed not at right angles to the 
place to be; treated, but at an aotue 
angle. Placed In this way it does not 
tap, but ruba

Many small farmers so 
situated are making a sucoeas by com¬ 
mencing moderately and Increasing 
acreage from season to season, as ex¬ 
perience warrants. 

Berries should be grown by cAvner* 
of all village homes, and ae-reage pro¬ 
perly in city and village may In? pro¬ 
fitably used for that purpowe. The 
ma -ket gardener Adfing his own pro¬ 
ducts can often make an acre or two 
of berries very profitable. They are 
suitable eomi>anlonM for their vtg-e- 
tublc frit nds. and sell well togc»theT. 

The bu.«io«*sa or professional man, 
almost broken with care, may retwfir 
health and strength In the pleasant 
walk of horticulture. It is restful to 
both mind and l>ody. Many women de^ 
pendtnt on their ow-n efforts are securA, 
Ing substantial aid from their gar-*’ 
den; l>eirio8 and flowe<re thrive best 
under tli^ gentle touch of woman. 
Many a 'bright boy may receive his 
first incentive to busineis and earn 
his first money by grow-lrg berries or 
vogetables. Give them a patch of 
ground and encourage them in this 
work. The amateur growing berries 
for pleasure, also gets close to the 
heart of nature and in common with 
every worker of the soil may receive 
hpr smile.—M. A. Thayer.

Causes Great Excitement in Nap¬ 
anee. j 

On Friday of last week tlys news wss 
dashed across the wire that O-osSviet in 
the Kingston penitentiary hod oonfeeeed 
to the murder of Angus McLeod. This 
inielliaenoe as might be expected created a 
turmoil of excitement in Napanee, and 
Kingston papers weie eagerly awoit^ for 
in hopes that some additional partioalors 
might be gleaned from them. At 4:10 the 
Whig and News arrived and everybody was 
anxious to secure a copy. The Whig made 
no reference to the matter, while a column 
and a half article in the Newt revealed 
nothing ~new, except the ability of the 
reporter of that paper to fill epoce. The 
morbid ourioeity of the public when any¬ 
thing relating to murder is up fdr dit- 
odeeion edon exhausted the 100 extra copies 
of the News which were forwarded to town, 
and 500 copies could have as readily been 
di^sed of. 

The intelligence that the murderer of 
Angus McLeod bad at lost been run to 
earth wae gratifying to the people of Nap¬ 
anee for more reoeons than one. Apart 
from the natural wish of our citisene to 
have the myitery cleared and puniebment 
meted out to the dastardly ossauin, was 
the desire to hoye the unjust suspicion 
directed against several well connected 
residents of the town removed and their 
innocense of havicg any pert in the matter 
established beyond perodventure. Ever 
since the dark and fearful night of Sept* 
crinber 14tb, 1898, when Angus MoL^ 
was ushered into eternity by a bullet from 
a revolver in the hande of a roidoigbt 
assassin the affair has remsined shrouded 
in mystery', and it stands as a tribute to 
Detective Roger’s skill and perseverence 
that the mystery is now about to bo cleared 
up and the guilt placed where it properly 
belongs. The confession made by Troy 
vindicates the posiSion taken by The Ex- 
tress at the time of the murder, and main- 
taiued throughout, that the crime was the 
work of an outsider and a cool, desperate 
and adept hand at the business. This 
theory was not received with much favor 
by a great many people in town, howet^r 
Quito a number believed it wae the work 
of a resident of the town and one well 
acquainted with the house and its sur¬ 
roundings. The fact that the assassin shot 
to kill only strengthened the belief that it 
was a local man and was advanced as an 
evidence that he feared identification, and’ 
committed murder to hide a lesser crime 
Some advanced the theory that the crime 
was committed from motives of revenge, 
with the view of fobbery thrown around it 
to hide the real object and throw the police 
off the track. As all these conjectures 
have cow received their quietus by the 
confession of the principal in the affair it 
is unneoesi^ary to dwell upon them further 
here. 

now Mi’I.EOI. MCnOEUKD. 

A brief account'i > f the circumstaucea 
surrounding the murder of Angus Mc¬ 
Leod will perhaps prove interesting. On 
the evening of September Mth, 1893, three 
tough looking tramps arrived in Napanee 
and took up their quarters in a large barn 
the property of Mr. Gibson. Ihe men 
were professional burglars and had been 
plying their avocations in the towns along 
the line. Troy, the leader, proposed ao 
excursion down town, but the other two 
men oomplained of feeling fatigued and 
refused to accompany him. Nothing 
daunted be started out alone, and effected 
an entrance into McLeod’s house by out- 
ting out one of the bars at the bottom of 
the blind. This enabled hipi to put in bis 
band and open the shutter. The window 
sash was already raised, and propped op 
with a piece of wood so that ingress was 
easy, There being no one jn the boose at 
the time the borg:ar cooly lit the gas and 
proceeded to take an inventory of his 
surroundings After having inspected 
things to hta satisfaction he secreted him¬ 
self and cainly awaited the return of the 
inmates. Mr. and Mrs. McLeod and their 
little boy Charlie were in attendanoe at a 
missionary meeting in the Presbyterian 
church and returned home about 10.80 
o’clock. Mrs. McLeod was treasurer of the 
missionary society and had received a 
trifle over 320 that evening, which was 
placed ill a small hand satchel. Mrs. 
McLeod retired to bed about a quarter to 
eleven, but Mr. McLeod sat up for some

In hie 
oonfeeeion the convict deeoribed ooeoretely 
the interior of the hooee and oleo referred 
to the looeiM of hie bat. On# reoeon 
oealgned for Troy’e cohfeeeion ie that he ie 
determined not to spend hie fall term in 
prleoD end woold rather fauoog. The 
authorittee ore very reticent on the eohjeot 
and no authentic information ie forthcom¬ 
ing. Everything will oome oat at tho trial, 
at the Spriog AeeiEse, and things that notr 
appear strange will be satiefaotoril} olea^ 
up. 

TUI CROWM ATTOllfeY fllTMVUWKU. 

On Thnreday on Expium r^reeentalive 
bad an interview with Mr. 8« O. Warner, 
County Crown Attorney. Mr. Warner 
while regretting that be woe not in § 
position to give the details io conoection' 
with the matter eoid he entertained no 
donbt whatever of tiie genainooeee of the 
contoesioo and that the mnrderer woold 
ultimately be broogbt to joetioe. Tfaa 
anthoritim r^otted that the matter had. 
leaked out before they were in a position to 
go on, with the trial. 

In bis oonfeesion Troy told things which 
can be corroborated, and which have never 
been mode public. This woe one of the 
reoeons for keeping the matter a eeoret as 
it was thongbt if \he oonfeeeion beokoM 
poblio property it might retard and hamper 
the anthorities in their efforts to complete 
the chain of oorroborative evidence wnich 
they were oolleoMng. The foot that Troy 
in hie oonfeeeion dieoloeed oiroametonoee 
earconndiog the murder which hod not 
been given to the ptablio bot which were 
known to the anthoritiee alone entirely 
does away with the oontgtition that the 
oonfeeeion was the olever rase of am 
ingenioue criminal who had become 
acquainted with the facta of the McLeod 
rhnrder through the newepapere and need 
the knowledge that acquired in order to 
secure the novelty of a pnblio trial 

Mr. Warner said he had some of the 
bullets which had been discharged by the 
murderer on the night in question, ana the 
old felt hat he left behind, in his petMeeion. 

For the paet few weeks be had been acting 
in conjunction with In.<ipector Rogers In 
gathering evidence bat the remit of their 
labors he was not at liberty to dieoloee. 

In reply to the question : ‘^f Troy wae 
brought to Napanee and pleaded guilty 
would it be ncceseary for the crown to 
submit evidence aod establish his gnilt in 
in order to secure a conviction Mr. 
Warner believed the Crown wonlil be 
obliged to put in corroborative evidence. 

He could not call to mind a precedent or ^ 
parallel case just at the moment, but I 
pointed out the neoessity of the Crown _ 
having etroug oorroborative evidence in T 
case the prisoner went beck on his story. ^ 
Mr. Warner said that Inepeotor Rogers T 
was still at work and aotivMy engaged in 'L 
collecting evidence agaiuet Troy. The 
Crown Attorney had no doibt bat that the 
man would be brought to justioe and piy 
the penalty of bis crime.

The robber then 
visited the sideboard and helped himaelf to 
some cake and a bottle of gin. He partook 
freely of the gin, and then proceeded to 
ransack tho hounc. He visited every room 
in the house with the exception of the bed¬ 
room where Mr. and Mrs. McLeod slept. 
Mr. McLeod was awakened by the noise 
made by the burglar in rummaging through 
the drawers and got up, Ua grasped a 
water pitcher and ran out into the ball. 
He came back into tho bedroom in a state 
of agitation and told his wife to cry out. 
McLeod lifted the pillows off the bed and 
walked backward aud forward in the room 
crying, " What am 1 to dc. What am I to 
do." Mrs. McLeod sprang out of bed and 
went to the centre uf the bay window and 
raised tho sash. In her excitement she let 
It fall. McLeod started to leave the room, 
when tho burglar cried out " If you move 
uuolher sup 1 will shoot you." McLeod 
then cio«ed with the burglar, who fired, the 
bullet passing through the upper part of 
the chest on the left side, in a downward 
direction , through the lung and striking 
the eight or nineth rib, Ihe burglar fired 
againtio keep back pursuit sod when he 
reached the bottom of the stairs, he fired 
the iri rd shot. In the eouille with McLeod 
hiB hat had fallen olT and ho decamped 
without it. He made for Gibson's barn, 
where ho acquainted his companiooi with 
what had happened. They jumped an east 
bound freight train and were many miles 
away from the scene when morning broke. 
The burglar did not visit the house with 
the intention of killing McLeod, but went 
prepared to shoot if necessary. There was 
no premeditation and therefore no trouble 
taken to throw the police off the scent. 
This accounts for the complete absence of 
c^nes. Many a murderer has placed 
halter around his nock by the*pains ta^i
